2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
anticipate or render obvious the claimed inventions relating to the otpcial recording media 
having the recited structure and recording layer compsitions, particularly the high concentration 
of plasticizer or the low absorbance (high transmittance) of the recording layer.
